For  six  years  we  have 
shipped  bulbs  to  all  parts  of  the  country  and  we  have  many  unsolicited  letters  from 
amateur  and  professional  growers  praising  the  high  quality  of  our  stock.  A  very 
large  proportion  of  our  former  customers  reorder  each  year. 

The  present  list  is  the  result  of  our  testing  of  more  than  800  named  varieties 
under  various  growing  conditions.  It  is  our  aim  to  improve  our  list  each  year  by 
adding  the  best  of  the  newer  varieties  and  by  dropping  those  which  require  the  best 
of  growing  conditions  to  produce  perfect  blooms. 

Each  year  we  invest  several  hundred  dollars  in  new  originations  of  the  world’s 
best  hybridizers.  After  testing  these  for  two  years  we  find  that  most  of  them  should 
never  have  been  placed  on  the  market  at  any  price.  We  could  lengthen  our  list  by 
including  these  novelties  but  prefer  to  destroy  them  with  hope  of  retaining  your 
confidence.  The  few  good  varieties  are  added  when  we  have  sufficient  stock. 

Our  judgment  in  the  selection  of  varieties  is  indicated  to  some  extent  by  the 
fact  that  our  flowers  won  twelve  first  and  four  second  prizes  for  us  on  twenty-two 
entries  at  the  Michigan  State  Gladiolus  show. 

The  bulbs  which  we  offer  are  of  our  own  growing  and  it  is  not  our  intention  to 
purchase  for  resale.  It  is  only  by  doing  this  that  we  can  guarantee  that  you  will 
receive  bulbs  true  to  name  and  free  from  disease. 

All  stock  is  offered  subject  to  prior  sale.  Bulbs  of  some  varieties  are  limited 
and  early  orders  are  desirable.  We  do  not  substitute  if  sold  out  of  a  variety. 

SIZE  OF  BULBS.  The  standard  sizes  are  employed  in  grading  these  bulbs 
according  to  their  diameter.  No.  1  bulbs  are  1  34  inches  or  more;  No.  2  bulbs,  1 34 
to  134  inches;  No.  3,  1  inch  to  134  inches;  No.  4,  94  inch  to  1  inch;  No.  5,  34  inch 
to  94  inch;  No.  6,  34  inch  or  less.  No.  1  and  No.  2  bulbs  produce  the  largest  blooms; 
No.  3,  4  and  5  bulbs  produce  smaller  blooms  but  grow  into  large  bulbs  before  harvest 
Mo.  5  bulbr  frequently  bloom  the  first  year  if  planted  early.  Small  bulbs  are> 
to  be  preferred  if  bulblet  increase  is  desired. 

PRICE  OF  BULBS.  Single  bulbs  will  be  sold  at  3s  the  price  of  10,  providing 
price  so  obtained  is  $.05  or  more.  No  single  item  less  than  $.05  will  be  sold.  Where 
available  100  bulbs  will  be  sold  for  8  times  the  price  of  10.  Price  per  thousand  or 
more  is  a  matter  of  correspondence.
